Horses, beef 
cattle and dairy cattle are judged 
and studied on the farms in the 
neighborhood. A Babcock tester is 
borrowed from a farmer of the dis- 
trict, and samples of milk are 
brought to the school and tested for 
butterfat. Each such test is from 
composite or mixed sample of milk 
from each of fourteen milkings from 
one cow, and the boy who brings this 
sample must weigh each milking. 
Three families of the district test 
their cows thus every six weeks.

There is no better study than such 
thoughtful discussion. Agriculture, 
domestic science and manual train- 
ing are dwelt on here because they 
are new features. Each occupies a 
few hours a week and they do not 
unbalance the school work. All the 
usual studies are well taught. The 
principal received $100.00 a month, 
and no teacher less than $65.00. The 
pupils have an excellent school 
spirit and real interest in their work 
—discipline needs scarcely to be 
thought of. There were two ball 
games the Saturday afternoon the 
writer was in the district, and the 
John Swaney teams won both games.

A GOOD STRAW BERRY. 

The Buster Considered One of the Beit 
Varieties of This Valuable Fruit. 

According to W. T. Macoun. horti- 
culturist of the central experiment 
farm of the Canadian department 
agriculture, the rapid 




strawberry growing has resulted in 
the production of very large crops of 
this valuable fruit, especially in the 
eastern provinces of the Dominion, 
where strawberries have come into 
very general use. The ease with 
which new varieties of this fruit are 
produced from seed has resulted in 
the introduction during the past few 
years of a large number of new sorts. 

The Buster, originated by C. C. 
Stone of Moline. III., is called one of 
the best varieties. It is roundish, 
large, bright rather pale red. with not 
prominent seeds. The flesh is bright 
red, juicy, briskly subacid, moderately 
firm, of medium to above in quality. 
The season is medium late to late, 
plant vigorous, with medium number 
of runners; foliage good, but rusts 
considerably. It keeps its size well.
